IRE AND PLACE45OVERNMENT 


ON SOUND BASIS, HE DECLARES 


New York. May 23.—The administra- 


tion purposes tu place the federal gov- 
ernment on a sound basis even at the 
coat of offending "a certain class of 
politicians," President Harding reaf- 
firmed tpday in aii aadre'ss at a lunch- 
eon of the Academy of Political Sci- 
ence. 
The task, the President declared, al- 


ready had shown that to be success- 
fully completed would require "per-, 
slstent, stony-hearted devotion to .^he 
public interest without a trace of sym- 
pathy for the office-holder whose only 
excuse for drawing a sajary is that he 
needs the money."

interior at Scranton, N. D., An appro- 
priation of $100,000 was made for this 
purpose four years ago but the step 
taken at New Salem, N. D., last year 
to make the experiments did not go 
through. 
i'ii ^ «| 
Senators P. J. McCumbor and K. F. 


1/udd of North Dakota, and Thomas 
Sterling and Peter Norbeck of South 
Dakota,- called upon Secretary of the 
Interior Albert B. Fall and urged him 
to begin experiments 
to determine 


whether the North Dakota lignite could 
bo brlquetted and placed on tho market 
nt a reasonable cost. They urged tills 
because of the high price of coal in 
the Dakotas and the urgent need for 
some practical way of utilizing the 
vast deposits of lignite in the north- 
west. 


All tho reports of the geological sur- 


vey heretofore have befcn to the effect 
that lignite can bo used economically 
in the manufacture of. producer gas. 


The same quality of coal Is being 


brlquetted In Europe and used In the 
industries and in the home at a com- 
paratively small cost to tho consumer. 
It Is contended by representatives of 
tho two states that with bituminous 
and anthracite coal at present prices 
It will bo commercially feasible to 
utilize tho northwestern lignites.' The 
main difficulty in 
the experiments 


made up to this time has been the 
elimination of water and finding a suc- 
cessful binder for the dried powdered 
coal.—. 
Should the experiments be .success- 


ful tho pooplo of North Dakbta and 
South Dakota will be relieved ot the 
groat expenses of buying coal pro- 
duced In the east and which carries a 
heavy freight rote to tho place of con- 
sumption.
